No- 227-ITC(PN)/68.—Attention is invited to the provisions contained In paras 
14 to 16 of Section I of Volume II of the Import Trade Control Policy Book (Red 
Book) for the year April, 1968-March, 1969 issued under the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 50-ITC(PN)/68 dated 1-4.1968. 

2. It has been provided in the aforesaid paras that manufacturer-exporters or 
nominee-manufacturers may ask for any or all of the items figuring in their latest, 
preferably valid A.1J. licence for raw materials, components and spares. 

3. It has now been decided that notwithstanding the provisions contained in 
paras 14 to 16 of the aforesaid Import Trade Control Policy Book, import of milk 
powder will not be allowed either to the manufacturer-exporters or the nominee- 
manufacturers on the basis of an Actual User licence held by them for this item- 

There will, however, be no objection to the licensing of this Item If It Is specifically 
shown as permissible In column 4 of Section II of the aforesaid policy book against 
the relevant export product. 

4- This decision will be applicable to all the import licences to be issued under 
the Import Policy for Registered Exporters on or after the date of this Public 
Notice viz. 16-10-1908.
